A TOP-NOTCH  SEASON  IN  1966 

As  the  1966  season  came  to  a close,  it  could 
be  written  that  the  past  summer  at  Miniwanca 
was  one  of  excellent  camps o Campers  returned 
home  to  their  schools,  churches,  homes,  and 
community  groups  with  a sense  of  renewed  dedi- 
cation to  Christian  leadership  and  service  as 
well  as  with  a deep  well  of  personal  enrichment 
and  many  fun-filled  memories  of  happy  times  in 
tribal  groups,  in  the  Council  Circle,  and  a- 
round  campfires  on  the  beach. 

Again  this  year  geographic  repre- 
sentation covered  all  portions  of 
the  country.  Campers  and  leaders 
came  to  Michigan  dune  country 
from  50  states  and  from  Iran, Ireland,  Lebanon, 
Ontario,  Puerto  Rico,  and  Quebec.

KEN  BRYANT  Ken  Bryant  joined  the  permanent  staff  of  the  Amer- 
ican Youth  Foundation  as  Associate  Director,  ably  directed  the 
Miniwanca  Younger  Boys  Gamp  in  1966,  and  participated  in  the  Mini- 
wanca Senior  Camps  as  a Faculty  member. 

Ken  is  31,  is  the  son  of  a consulting  textile  engineer,  and  the
